The Fenian Enterprise.

Tuose who originatad the Fenlen movement
are likely to have a great deal to answer for,
The Irish people on the other side of the
water who are suspected of belng concernsd
in the conspiracy have already come to grief,
and there is no reasonable probability that
their confederates on this side will be able to
render them timely, much less effectual,
relief. Thera never wss a more ftruly
visionary scheme in all its aspects; or one
that was more bunglingly conducted. Whether
the Fenians in Ireland have acted with any
more discretion than their friends here, we
are not altogether able to say. But it they
have not, then the failure of their plot, even
before it was fally ripe for execution, must be
charged to their own folly.

Imstead of the ordinary seerecy with which
such conspiracies are commonly matured, the
Fenlans in the United States have apparently
taken special pains Lo advertise the British
Government, for more than a year past, of
their desigus, and bave thereby precipitated
upon Ireland a state of affairs that 1s ilkely
not only to cause many of ber people a large
amount of suffering, but to utterly frastrate
the contemplated co-operation of Irishmen ia
this quarter of the world in their efforis to
achieve Irish independence. O’MamHONY,
and Roperts, and Sweesey, and all who
follow their lead, have been acting with an
ostentation that is positively insane, and
which we are surprised has not long ago dis-
gusted the common sense aud forfeitad the
confidence of all intelligent sympathizers with
Fenianism in these States,

The leaders of the enterprise here have not
only pablisbed In the newspapers the fact of
their erganizationm, their purpoces. and their
procecdings from day to day, but they have so
acted otherwise as almost to compremise the
integrity of this Goverament in it: neutral
relations, and make it necessary for the De-
partment of State to disclaim to the British
Ministry any complicity In the schemes of
thote who have been publicly organizing fa
hostile invasion of lreland from these shores.
Such madness, hewever, is entirely in keeping
with the infatuation of thore who are en-
gaged in the crazy project, and we speak of
it Low with a sineere sorrow lor thousands of
generons and herolc men and women in this
land who are beimg deluded with hopes and
aspirations which must inevitably end In worse
than disappolntment,

The idea that Irish independence can ever
be accomplished by Irishmen alone, with Ire-
land divided against hersell, would]be ridicu-
lous, were it not so sad. All former attempts
bave failed, though conceived under better
auspices, and prosecuted with much more wis-
dom than this last effort, which is even now
practically defeated. Previous movements of
this kind have cost untold sums of treasure,
colned, literally, from the sweat of thousands
of honest poor people ; and there bas been no
return but in the suffering and blood of ghe
victime of & noble but misguided patriotism,
How long, it ma be psked, is such waste of
means and life to go on? It was publicly
stated, only a few days since, that & million
ol men were ready to embark irom American
ports to join in the Fenlan struggle for Irish
iroedom ; and it was more than intimated that
they would go upon their desperate mission
under cover of this Government, to the extent
of thelr recognition by it as belligerents. But
while we believe that snch a hope is delusive,
let us ask all sensible Irlshmen in this country
whether it is possible that the Fenian cause
can ultimately prosper with the passive sym-
pathy ouly of the American people? Cer-
tainly not. And yel that is all that they can
reasounbly ask or expect.

The enterprise, moreover, must cost more
than a million of dollars, If carried forward
to the bitter end, several millions of dollars
will be required, Would it not, then, be
wiser to spend that money in bringing all the
population now in Ireland, who are discon-
tented with their condition there, to ths
United States, and sottling them on the vast
tracta ot forille and yet wnoccupled territory
which need industry to develope thelr rich
resources, and where every laborer can enjoy
civil liberty in the midst of peace and pleaty?
Surely there Is much more sound pollcy in
such & course than In the worse than romantic
dreams of Fenlanisrn, We know how hard It
is for & people to give up their native land,
and disrupt forever the ties snd momories

that associato them with it. Bot the Ameri-
can colonists did that rather than endure
civil and religious oppression; and
the result of thelr truly noble resolution uss
been the creation of a natlonality which, in
power and prosperity and contiruous growth,
excels any empire In modern or even anclent
history. Let Ireland, then, translate horsell
to these shores, where sbe can realize all that
she hes so long and passionately wished and
boped for in her own green lsle, where, sooner
or later, she must inevitably perish by the ex-
haustion of vain attempts to achieve what
America so freely and hospitably offers her.
Ihis grand confederation of democratic
States 18 large and generous enough to take
in nll the oppressed people of the Old World,
and the home of a { esman here, is better than
the grave of a mariyr to impossible liberty la
another hemisphere,

Death of Dr. Jayne.

Ox Saturday last we aunounced the serious
illness of Dr. DAvID JAYNH, and the foars
entertained that his malady would prove
fatal. Our worst anticipations were realized

Last evening about six o'clock he breathed
bis last, having bsen conflned to his bad for
but a few days. His ditease was typhoid
puneumonia of the most malignant typs, in-
duced by a serious cold contracted on Wednes-
doy last. Dr. JAYSE was born in Monroe
county, Pennsylvasia, on the 22d day of July,
1799, and was nearly sizty-seven yoars of
age. He was the son of the Rev. EngNpzen
JAYNE, s Baptist clergyman, and received
the most of his educatisn under the auspices
of plous parents, When quite a youth he
removed to Cumberland coonty, New Jersay,
and commenced life as a poorly paid school-
teacher, Perhaps the experience he obtained
in this position was the secretof his future
AUECEsS.

Even in his boyhood he was remarkable for
energy and enterprise, About 1821 he com-
menced the study of medicine, under the tuts-
lage of Dr. E Bugrasrp, a practitioner of
marked abllity and influence, He pursued
his etudies with untiring industry, and in due
time was admitted to practice. He performed
the duties of counmtry physician for come
years with eminent success, but bad the ambl-
tion to desire a wider fleld of usefulness. In
1537 he cams to Philadelphia, and commenced
as o practising physician, but afier a short
time found himself gradually becoming a
leading druggist, and from that time to the
present has been entirely engaged in that line
of trade, His first place eof business was
at No. 20 South Third street, where he re-
mained for several yoars.

He next removed to Ne. 6 South Third
street, where his business rapidly increased.
It was here that he commenced the manufac-
tare of the medicines that have made him
famous. By the use of judiclons advertising
he soon placed his goods prominently befora
the public, and for tae last quartar of a cen-
fury they have been procurable in every
quarter of the globe. His immenss business
f01ced bim to seek more extensive quarters,
and in 1849 he commenced the erection of his
magnificent Quincy granite structure, in
Chusnut street, below Third. Tbe centre
bullding was finished mm 1850, and the wings
added in 1852, This bullding is & credit not
only to Dr. JAYNE, but also to its builder,
My, Hoxiz, and the city In which it is located.
Having entered into gigautic improvemsents,
he made It the business of his hfe, During
the years 1853 and 1354 he secured the lot
immediately in the rear of his Chesnut street
bullding. ruoning Irom Qaiter to Dock sireets,
and erected a fine building, somewhat similar
in style and of the same massive proportions
as the Chesnut street establishment, which
was immediately leased by the Government,
and used for several years as the Post Office.
In 1856 he commenced the building known as
Jayne's Hall, in Chesnut street,below Beventh,
But at present used by one of the most exten-
sive mercantile firms of the eily. In 1850 he
bullt the beautiful ornamental brick edifice
familiarly known = the COommonwealth
Bullding, and in 1860 he bullt the splendid

marble stores upop the site of the old Arcade.
At the time of his death he had nearly com-
pleted ong of the most magoificent private resi-
dences that our olty boasts. It was his inten-
tion to spend his latler years In that oase
which industry and enterprise always merit,
bus his sudden doath has disturbed his plans,
|

| and brought to naught all his purposes. It
; Is cstimated that the splondid mansiorn at
| Nineteenth and Chesnut strects will cost
- 8300 000 when completed.
For some years past, Dr. JAys®, though
| the hiead of his firm, and of course the priuci-
pal capitalist, had practically retired from
| business, giving s time wholly to the grand
improvements of which bhe was the projector.
l It ls not probable that we will ever have la our
| eity one who will do as much for the architec-
tural adornment of Philadelphia, and, conse-
quently, his death is a great public loss.
